An  instructive  outline,  ‘‘How 
Can  You  Pursue  Shorthand 
Most  Effectively?”  by  Harry 
Sundwall.  instructor  in  office 
practice,  has  been  adopted  by 
"The  Gregg  Writers  as  standard 
test  material  for . December, 
1939,  in  typewriting  for  ad- 
vanced students.

It  deals  with  the  con- 
ditions and  procedures  neces- 
sary for  efficient  study  in 
shorthand.

Francisco,  w’estern  states  rep- 
resentative of  the  Gregg  Pub- 
lishing company,  looked  over 
the  outline  at  the  U.E.A.  con- 
vention in  Salt  Lake  City  this 
Autumn  and  asked  permission 
for  its  use  by  his  company.  The 
New  York  office  accepted  it  as 
standard  test  material  in  ad- 
vanced typewriting  and  pub- 
lished it  in  their  December  issue 
of  "The  Gregg  Writer”. 
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School  Offers 
Visual  Aid  Class 

A course  in  the  uses,  values 
and  administration  of  visual 
aids  in  education,  and  how  to  op- 
erate projection  machines  and 
other ‘ociuipment  will  be  given 
next  quarter  by  Thomas  Peter- 
son, specialist  in  visual  instruc- 
tion. 

Because  of  the  increasing  po- 
pularity and  practical  value  of 
visual  ^aids  in  modern  school 
teaching,  and  because  the  teach- 
er untrained  in  this  subject  will 
not  be  able  to  administer  an  ad- 
equate visual  instruction  pro- 
gram, the  class  is  designed  es- 
pecially for  students  majoring 
in  education. 

The  courses  which  Mr.  Peter- 
son will  teach  is  similar  to  those 
outlined  by  a number  of  eastern 
universities  as  one  of  the  re- 
quirements for  all  education 
graduates 

The  new  courses  will  include 
instruction  regarding  types  of 
visual  aids  and  the  value  of 
each  type;  also  when  and  how 
to  use  these  aids.  Projection 
equipment  and  how  to  operate  it 
will  be  explained. 

Instruction  will  be  given  on 
the  administration  of  visual  aid 
programs  in  the  school  system; 
procedures  for  most  efficient 
operation,  providing  a good  edu- 
cational environment  during  the 
showing  of  these  aids;  and  when 
to  and  when  not  to  use  them, 
along  with  sources  from  which 
fixtures,  equipment  and  in- 
formation may  be  obtained. 

Film  Library 
Adds  15  Pictures 

Fifteen  new  educational  films 
have  just  been  added  to  the  film 
library  of  the  bureau  of  visual 
instructions  of  B.Y.U.  This  addi- 
tion makes  a total  oT  over  700 
reels  of  16mm  films  now  avail- 
able for  circulation  to  schools, 
clubs,  and  other  educational 
groups,  according  to  Thomas  C. 
Peterson,  secretary. 

With  twelve  of  the  new  films 
the  number  of  sound  films  now 
listed  in  the  catalogue  of  Visual 
Aids  in  Education  at  B.Y.U. 
reaches  the  total  of  90. 

Featured  in  this  last  ship- 
ment are  two  sound  films  which 
tell  the  story  of  radio,  beginning 
with  scenes  of  its  earliest  form- 
ative stages  and  moving  ahead 
to  its  present  advanced  status, 
with  an  explanation  of  televis- 
ion and  scenes  of  television 
cameras  in  action.  These  two 
films  are  titled  "Airways”  and 
'Television.”

Weather  Is 
Asset 

To  Builders 

Good  weather  is  proving  to 
be  a real  asset  to  the  builder, 
according  to  Bert  Russell,  Salt 
Lake  City,  construction  form^ 
of  the  B.Y.U.  Chapel  project, 
now  under  construction. 

Capitalizing  on  the  weather- 
man’s freakish  antics  in  send- 
ing Indian  summer  weather  dur- 
ing this  autumn  and  winter,  the 
construction  crew  has  been  able 
to  make  suah  progress  on  the 
Chapel  project  that  it  is  now 
far  ahead  of  schedule,  says  Mr. 
Russell. 

More  than  a third  of  a mile  of 
concrete  walls  averaging  over 
a foot  in  thickness  and  more 
than  ten  feet  in  height  have 
been  poured  into  place  to  com- 
plete the  foundation  walls.  Up- 
wards of  20,000  cubic  feet  of 
cement  have  hardened  in  the 
walls  alone.  Barrels  of  tar  have 
been  spread  on  the  underground 
surfaces  preparatory  to  being 
covered  with  earth. 

Hundreds  of  tons  of  concrete 
have  been  poured  over  a quar- 
ter of  an  acre  of  ground  as  all 
the  first  floor  above  the  base- 
ment takes  form.  In  addition, 
preparations  have  been  made  to 
build  the  sections  of  the  first 
floor  which  is  to  be  set  on  the 
ground  itself.  Rising  head-high 
above  the  floor,  in  various  pat- 
terns, are  fireproof  brick  par- 
tition walls  which  will  separate 
the  classrooms. 

So  long  as  the  good  weather 
continues  a full  crew  will  be  us- 
ed, and  if  the  weather  turns 
cold  a small  crew  will  still  con- 
tinue what  work  they  can,  states 
Mr.  Russell.

Above  a large  picture  were 
the  words,  “Our  New  Presi- 
dent,” and  underneath  it  was 
labeled,  “Dr.  Franklin  Stewart 
Harris.” 

Another  headline  was  “New 
business  Department  to  be  Es- 
tablished.”

Another  picture  caption  was, 
“New  Agriculture  head.”  Un- 
derneath it  was  printed,  “Dr.

Brigham  Young  Coach  Eddie 
Kimball  is  not  the  only  Big  Sev- 
en conference  coach  to  cut  his 
squad.  Other  coaches  through- 
out the  conference  have  already 
dropped  the  axe  on  a number  of 
performers  as  basketball- begins 
to  gain  the  lion’s  share  of  atten- 
tion in  the  intermountain  coun- 
try. 

Colorado  university,  1939  Big 
Seven  champs  and  favorites  to 
triumph  again,  put  a strong 
team  on  the  maples  as  the  seas- 
on opened.  But  Utah  State  with 
five  regulars  back  and  Brigham 
Young  university  with  a lot  of 
experienced  men  and  a lot  more 
untried  sophomores  won  the  nod 
as  chief  contenders. 

Building  a team  around  one 
lone,  but  very  good,  lettennan, 
Utah  university  holds  down  the 
“dark  horse”  spot  with  the  re- 
maining squads  — Colorado 
State,  Wyoming  and  Denver^ — 
carrying  even  up  odds  to  finish 
anywhere,  including  last. 

Sixteen  men  are  being  groom- 
ed by  Dick  Romney,  Utah  Aggie 
coach,  for  games  with  Oregon 
State  basketeers  Friday  and 
Saturday.  A seventeenth  player, 
Charles  Clark,  1939  reserve, 
may  enter  the  fray  later,  a knee 
injury,  the  eligibility  board  and 
studies  permitting. 

Veteran  Quint 

Romney  expects  to  put  a quin- 
tet on  the  floor  this  season  that 
inclules  Captain  Ray  Lindquist 
and  Calvin  Agricola  at  guards, 
Floyd  Morris  and  Delbert  Bing- 
ham, forwards,  and  Ronald 
Reading  at  center.
